To the Hon. Әонх McCoy, Chairman Arkansas State Convention: 
The Committee on Credentials respectfully report the fol- 
lowing additional Delegates, as regularly elected from their 
respective counties, and entitled to seats in the Convention: 
R. D. Swindle, Sebastian county; William Stout, Pope coun- 
ty; Burk Johnson, Yell county; Elias G. Cook, Yell county. 
Your committee would further report, that they have re- 


. ceived applications from individuals from counties unrepre- 


sented, and in which no elections have been held, desiring to 
be reported as members of this Convention. 

The committee have considered these applications for several 
days, and have finally decided to report no person as entitled 
to seats without certificates of election emanating from the 
authority of the people. 4 

Your committee would further report, that they have in- 
formation of the election of Delegates in some eight or-ten 
counties, from which the members have not yet arrived ; yet, 
inasmuch as it is understood the action of the Convention 
willbe submitted to the people for approval or disapproval, 
your committee recommend that the Convention proceed with- 
out further delay, to its permanent organization.

Henry, Dept. Quartermaster, very kindly 
presented the Convention with paper, and says any thing he 
can do for them, he will do with pleasure. 

That they had conferred with Provost Marshal General, Lt. 
Col. J. L. Chandler, who says]he will administer the oath, as per 
proclamation of the President of the United States, at 11 
o'clock, on Tuesday, January 12, 1864, in State IIouse. 

That they had conferred with Col. C. C. Andrews, commander 
of the post, who says the Delegates shall have the Senate 
Chamber on, say Thursday, 15th January; that he will try and 
have seats provided, and any thing he can do for ће Conven- 
tion, he will do with pleasure.

Convention met pursuant to adjournment, and was.opened 
by prayer by the Rev. Mr. Butler. | 

The Journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

Mr. SEAMANS, from the Committee on Credentials, made 
the following report: 

We, the Committee on Credentials, do report that H. D. 
Allis, Peter A Finnerty and Thos. W. Clegg, jr., have been ap- 
pointed, by the citizens of Jefferson county, Ark., as delegates 
to this Convention, and pray that they be admitted to seats 
with us; and, after due deliberation, we agree to recede from 
so much of our former practice as required the delegates to 
furnish a certificate of election, and we further agree to admit 
them to seats with us. 

On motion of Mr. BUTLER, said report was received, and 
said members permitted to take their seats as such. 

Mr. SMOOT, from the Committee on Rules, made the follow- 
ing report, which, 

On motion of Mr. BUTLER, was received, to wit: 

The Committee on Rules for the government of the Con- 
vention, would respectfully report the following: 

Rule 1. A majority of the members shall constitute a quo- 
rum.

Rule 2. Any member may move the previous question, but 
it shall always require three other members to sustain the call; 
and when thus sustained, the President shall put the question 
as follows, viz: ‘Shall the main question now be put?" and, 
if decided in the affirmative, the President shall put the ques-

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tion before the Convention, without further debate; but if de- 
cided in the negative, the President will announce the previous 
question lost, and the pending proposition still open for debate 
or the action of the House. | 

Rule 8. After signing the Journal, reports of committees 
shall be first in order. 

Rule 4. Motions shall have precedence according to the 
usual rules of legislative bodies in this State. 

Rule 5. The ayes and noes may be called by any member 
on any question before the Convention; provided, the eall is 
sustained by three members, and the method or voting shall 
be per capita and viva voce. ` 

Rule 6. А motion to adjourn shall not he debatable, except 
that any member may suggest a different time, and give his 
reason, provided he does not occupy more than five minutes. 


Rule 7. No member shall oceupy more than fifteen min- 
utes in debate, on any question before the Convention, except 
the proposition be on some ordinance or Constitution proposed 
for the ratification of the people of the State, in which latter 
ease, the limit as to time shall be thirty minutes, and only 
allowed to speak twice on the same question, unless leave be 
granted by the Convention, on motion of a member. 

Rule: 8. Any member may appeal from the decision of the 
Chair. E 

Mr. JACKS offered the following as an additional rule, to 
wit: | 

Rule 9. "To sustain any appeal from the decision the Chair, 
a majority of two-thirds of all the members present shall be 
necessary. | | 

Mr. WHITE offered the following аз an additional rule, to 
‘wit: 
Rule 10. All resolutions or motions made in this Convention, 
excepting the motion to adjourn, shall be presented in writing. 

On motion of Mr. WHITE the report of the Committee on 
Rules was taken up.

adopted. 
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Rule No. 2 was read, and, on motion of Mr. WHITE, adopted. 

Rule No. 3 was read, and, on motion of Mr. SMOOT, adopted. 

Rule No. 4 was then read, and, on motion of Mr. JACKS, 
adopted. 

Rule No. 5 was then read, and, on motion of Mr. JOHNSON, 
adopted. 

Rule No. 6 was then read, and, on motion of Mr. WHITE, 
adopted.

To the President of the Convention: 

The committee, appointed under resolution to confer with 
ministers of the gospel on the subject of opening the sessions 
of the Convention with prayer, beg leave respectfully to report 
that Messrs. Butler, Stout, Priddy, and Cantrell, have consented 
‘to perform that service. 

Mr. JACKS offered the following preamble and resolution, 
to wit: 

: Being fully persuaded that one of the prime obstacles in the 
way of the re- establishing of law and order in our beloved 
State, arises from the terrors of the so-called Confederate au- 
thorities, both civil and military; and being also persuaded 
that of the many sons of our noble State who are now in arms 
against the Government of the United States, hundreds апа 
thousands of them are heartily sick and tired of their forced and 


unnatural position, and that they would gladly lay down their 
arms and return to their homes and their allegiance, but for 
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these fears of the rebel conscript officers, who lie in wait for 
the returning prodigal, ready to pounce mercilessly upon him 
and bring him back to the rebel ranks, where the fate of a 
deserter awaits him; therefore Mc 

“Бе it resolved, 1. That we earnestly request Major General 
Steele ahd. other commanders in the State, that they issue an 
order prohibiting, under penalty of death, all men recruiting 
in any manner for the armies of the so-called Confederate 
States, in all that portion of the State of Arkansas which lies 
north and east of the Arkansas river. 

2. That they extend this order to all other parts of the State 
when the position and strength of the army under their com- 
mands may enable them: to enforce said order. 

3. That we request said officers to issue another order, com- 
manding that no civil officer of this State; within the limits to 
which the aforesaid military order may apply, shall be allowed 
to exercise the functions of his office under an oath to support 
the Constitution of the so-called Confederate States, but that 
all civil officers must take the oath of allegiance to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. | ` 
. 4. That a committee of be appointed to wait on Gen- 
eral Steele and inform him of the wish, of this Convention, 
and confer with him as to the expediency and practicability of 
enforcing said orders, and report to the Convention the result 
of their interview. 

5. That a committee be appointed to wait on each of the 
other commanders in the State, and inform them respectively 
of the action of this Convention. 

On motion of Mr. HARPER said resolutions were referred , 
to a select committee of five, and Messrs. Harper, Jacks, Swin- 
dell, Jones and Johnson were appointed as such committee. 

On motion of Mr. WHITE the Convention adjourned unti 
to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock. |

Deing fully persuaded that one of the prime obstaeles in the 
way of the restoration of law and order in our beloved State 
vrises from the terrors of the so-called Confederate authorities, 
both civil and military, and being also persuaded that, of the 
many sons of our noble State who are now in arms against the 
Federal Government, there are hundreds and thousands of them 
who are heartily sick and tired of their forced and unnatural po- 
sition, and that they would gladly lay down their arms and return 
to their homes and their allegiance, but for fears of the rebel 
conscript officer, who lies in wait for the returning prodigal, 
ever ready to pounce upon him and hurry him backs to the 
rebel ranks, where the fate of a deserter awaits him; there- 
Tore 

Be it resolved by this Convention, 1. That we most earnestly 
and respectfully request of department commandants having 
jurisdiction in, this State, that they issue an order prohibiting, 
under penalty of death, all persons recruiting in any manner 
for the armies of the so-called Confederate States in all that 
portion of the State of Arkansas which lies north and east of 
the Arkansas river, and in all other parts of the State where 
the present position and strength of the army will enable them 
to envorce said law and order. : 

2. That this order be extended to other portions of the State 
so soon as the advance of the Federal army may render the 
enforcement of said order practicable. і

commanding general of this department, and to Generals 
Steele and Butord.

The Gonvention met pursuant to adjournment, and was 
opened by prayer by the Rev. Mr. Fryrear. 

The roll was called, and Messrs. Whife, Harrell, Holleman 
of Sebastian, Harper, Smoot, Swindell, Seamans, Swafford, 
Dement, Holliman of Saline, Jones, Cantrell, Young, Whitten, 
Davis, Langley, Stapp, Evans, Priddy, Lamb, Sarasin, May- 
nard, Stout, Johnson, Cook, Butler, Box, Turner, Bliss, Fry- 
rear, Heflin, and Mr. President answered to their names. 

Mr. HARPER, from a select committee appointed to pre- 
pare an address to the people, reported the following: 

To the voters of Arkansas: 

We herewith submit to you, for your votes, to adopt or 
reject, on the second Monday of March, next, a plan under 
which you can immediately organize a Government. 

It is simply your old Constitution, with some few amend- 
ments, according to the most approved free State consti- 
tutions. Slavery is forever prohibited. This prohibition, as 
to slavery, is because of the now almost universal belief that 
a peace, made on any other plan, would be of short duration, 
and for that reason not worth the trouble of accomplishing. 

We found, after remaining at Little Rock about a week, 
under a temporary organization, that Delegates were present 
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from twenty-two counties, elected by the people, and that six 
other counties had held elections, and that their representa- 
tives were looked for daily. We then organized the Conven 
tion permanently and determined that while we could not 
properly claim to be the people of Arkansas, in Convention 
assembled, with full and final authority to adopt a Constitution, 
yet, being the representatives, by election, of à considerable 
portion of the State, and understanding, as we believe, the 
sentiments of nearly all our citizens who desire the immediate 
benefits of а government under the authority of the United 
States, we also determined to present a Constitution and plan 
of organization, which, if adopted by them,’ becomesat once 
their act, as effectually as if every county in the State had been 
represented in the Convention. 

^ We think there are, therefore, but two questions before you 
worth your attention: 1. Do you want a Government? 2. 
Is the one we propose such an one as you want? 

If you believe, then, the reconstruction of the State Govern- 
ment and the restoration of the Federal Union will be the best 
means of restoring peace and prosperity to our bleeding State, 
go to the election on Monday, the 14th day of March next, 
and.vote to adopt the Constitution we submit; and for the 
election of Legislature, and all other necessary officers to put 
the machinery in motion at the earliest possible day. 

In our preamble we declare the action of the late Secession 
Convention, and of the State, under its authority, as null and 
void. We do this, not only because the act of secession itself 
was violative of the Federal compact, and for that reason void, 
but because of the fact that that Convention did, in all its ac- 
tion, violate the fundamental doctrine of the American system 
as to the only just mode of making or changing State Govern- 
ments, to wit: All powers, it is admitted, reside with the peo- 
ple; and the people of the State elected the members of that 
Convention by 10,000 majority to oppose secession; and not 
to form a new Constitution and Government. Най the people 
met, by their delegates elected, (and therefore authorized,) to 
form a new Constitution, then they could have done so, and 
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had their Government been republican, and in conformity to 
the Constitution of the United States, it would have been legal 
and binding upon the people; because i$ then would have 
been as much their act as it could ever become by another vote ; 
the vote adopting it in Convention being really their vote by 
their delegates elected for that purpose. 

But the delegates in that Convention were not elected to 
form anew Government, and therefore they did not possess any 
final powers to do so; and if, therefore, to form such Constitu- 
tion апа Government as they did, was desirable and proper, 
their only course to have made such Constitution binding проп 
the people of the State, was to have submitted the same to 
them for ratification. This was not done, and probably for 
the reason that the members of that body did not believe the 
people desired that change. 

We, therefore, a portion of the people, for the first time since 
that Convention, permitted peacefully to assemble together 
in general council, present to the voters of the whole State 
an opportunity to say whether secession was by their wish, or | 
whether they are willing to admit that, at any time, they will 
permit their Constitution and Government to be changed by a 
Convention not authorized by them to make such change, and 
said new- Gover nment not submitted to them for their approval 
or disapproval. 

We claim no power to bind the people of the State to the 
Constitution we have presented. We do claim, however, the 
privilege to present it to them, and that they can make it their 
Constitution, and therefore of paramount authority, by voting, 
on the 14th day of March next, to adopt it; and we chink, 
after having been sent’ here by a üccontiderabto portion of the 
. people to organize a Government, to: have adjourned and gone 
home without doing this would һауе justly entitled us to the 
execration of every law-loving man in the State. 

Ме call upon every citizen, then, who is now willing to take 
the oath contained in the proclamation of the President, of De- 
cember 8, 1863, and who believe secession to have been unau- 
thorized under the Federal Constitution; or that the experi- 
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ment for real or supposed grievances is a failure; or who wishes 
to sustain the rights of the people to make their Government, 
either by their own direct votes, or by their representatives, 
chosen for that purpose, tv be at the polls on the 14th day of . 
March next, and vote for the Constitution we present; that 
is, if it is such a Government as they desire to erect and main- 
tain, to relieve them from anarchy, distraction, robbery and mur- 
der, and secure a return to peace and prosperity.

The status of the negro can not be practically fixed either by 
а swoop of the Executive pen, or by hasty legislation. 1, 
therefore, would have much preferred that we should have 
signified our willingness to abide the acts of Congress dnd the 
decisions of the courts, on this grave question, for the time 
being, and that we Жош have left ourselves untrammeled by 
hasty legislation. 

While I ask time for slavery practically to die. I do по: 
insist that it shall not die; far from it. 

The suffering of the nation on its account justifies its con- 
demnation. but its conviction is not its execution. I see ue 
possibility of immediate practical emancipation. I therefore 
ask of you that we “make haste slowly." You, in your judg- 
ment, disagreed with іле; my wish is, that you may be right. 

Leaving time and experience to determine what policy, as 
regards the negro, is best, I sign the Constitution, and at the
